over Colonel J. L. Power two years age, after 
a warm contest. Power had held the office for 
eight er ten years. Up to the assembling of 
the leviflature Power and Henry were both 
candjdates, and were the only ones spokem of 
during the first week of the Ilegisiature. 
The announcement was” made that 
Powet’s paper, the Clarion and 
Henry’s paper, the State Ledger, had cousoli- 
dated ;"that hereafter the paper would be the 
Clarion-Ledger; that Henry would have edi- 
torial control of it and Power would be the 
business manager. Power had, a few days be- 
fore, withdrawn from the race for public prin- 
ter. The consolidation of the papers did not 
effect the candidacy of Mr. Henry and ap to 
four days ago he had no opposition and his 
election was not questioned, as a bill had been 
introduced and passed the house, witich, it was 
said, was agreeable to all, and provided for a 
reduction of ten per cent on the present price. 
Bince the defeat of the constitutional con- 
vention bill, however, it now turns out that 
things have been brewing, that caucuses have 
boén held, and that the friends of a convention 
today claim that the candidate selected by 
them is pledged to them and they will elect 
him. The Clarion-Ledger today comes out 
loaded down to the guards with a double 
leaded editorial, headed, ‘“‘An unjust assault.” 
It asserts that the scheme to defeat Henrywill 
fail; that it is an assault by his enemies of the 
extreme convention men. He _ particu- 
larizes Frank Burkitt, Senators George 
G. Dillard, Walker and Boone ss being 
the Jeaders in the movement to defeat. him. 
He says the reasons urged why he shonld be 
defeated are: ‘Because opposed to the con- 
stitutional convention,” ‘‘because he sustain- 
ed the governor’s veto,"’ ‘“‘because he is under 
the influence of the state administration,” 
‘because he does the governor's bidding,”’ and 
all of the propositions, he asserts, are untrue. 
The caucus was held, the editorial says, last 
night, and the argument used that the present 
state administration could not be ronted 
until another paper is published here, which 
shall advocate an entire new deal. The edi- 
torial asserts that the opinions of that paper 
cannot be controlled if ten times the value of 
the public printing depended upon it. 
Mr. Foster, of the Free South, at Houston, 
is said to be the candidate of the op ion to

thing complete by choosing Burkitt's 
paper at once ?”’ In replying to this, Burkitt 
repudiates the idea that Foster is under his 
control, eulogizes him as a fit and worthy man 
for thie place,and says the Clarion-Ledger seems 
to think that no one has a right to run against 
it. As to the charge of his interest inthe can- 
didacy of Foster, he says that he does not 
want, and would not have, the public print- 
ing: that his paper, the Chickasaw Messenger, 
is sustained by the voluntary contributions of 
the people; that without pap or public plun- 
der it has grown to man’s estate, and that dur- 
ing its seventeen years of life its columns have 
never been used to boast the aspirations of 
radicals against democratic nominees, and 
wants to know if the Ledger can say as much. 

The fight is warm, and is attracting great 
attention and causing much excitement. The 
reformers say they will win, while Henry says 
he will “scalp them tomorrow night.’’ A cau- 
cus of Henry's friends will be held tonight.

HE TOLD THE STORY. 
Confession of One of the Train Robbers-- 
The Amount of Booty. 

Sr. Lovrs, February 2.—In the preliminary 
examination of L. W. Brock and Jim Bur- 
rows at Texarkana, Brock made confession of 
the train robbery at Genoa, December °. He 
said Jim and Rube Burrows caused the engi- 
neer to bring the train to a stop, and under in- 
structions of Rube Burrows, who was leader of 
the gang, he entered the express car and there 
met three men whom he intimidated with a 
six-shooter, and, handing a bag to one of them. 
compelled him to put the moneyed contents of 
the safe in the baz. He put about £2,800 in 
money and $6,000 in other valuables in the 
bag, missing a package of about 860. Hethen 
started for the mail car, but on advice to leave 
the mail alone he turned away. 
The three then started on foot for 
Texarkana, and oy the way divided the booty, 
his share being about $800. About two miles 
from Texarkana they were ordered to hait by 
a party, who immediately began firing wpon 
them, and they returned the fire as thev fled. 
In the flight they threw away their “stickers’’ 
—the clew which led to their arrest. An hour 
later the party came together, and they struck 
across the country away from Texarkana. J. 
8. Croven recognized Burrows as the robber 
whose mask slipped off as he entered the en- 
gine cab. Both men were bound over in 
$7,500 bail. Burrows waived examination.

The whole city is rejoicing today over the cap- 
ture by detectives of the burglars who have 
been operating here for the past six months. 
They were captured at five o’clock this morn- 
ing at their den on Meeting street. Their 
names are Andrew Gibbs and James Johnson, 
with a dozen aliases.

Mr. Sullivan 
opened the meeting with askort addreas, and 
read a letter from Archbishop Walsh, 
who, is now in Rome, apologizing 
for his absence.

LEWIS MOORE GETS A NEW LEASE 


And Has a Chance to Build Himeelf Up 
Again~The Town Drank Dry— 
Other News of Interest. 


Grorcrrown, Ga., February 2.—({Special.}— 
The double hanging advertised to come off to- 
day drew together the largest crowd ever seen 
collected in one body in southwest Georgia. 
Fully five thousand people were on the groun 4, 
mostly negroes of both sexes. The feeling yes 
terday evening, after the news was received in 
tne Eliza Randall case, was strong that some- 
thing should be done for the man also,since the 
crime of the woman was considered as much 
the more heinous. Public sentiment took a 
turn, and took it quick. Good men were 
found by the dozen who were willing to con- 
tribute their names and money, toe. in his be- 
half. 

This morning the governor was urgently 
requested by wire to stay the execution of the 
sentence on Lewis Moore today. In the mean- 
time, the sheriff su:nmoned aguard of a dozen 
men, and stationed them at fhe jail. Precisely 
at 11:20, the door leading to the upper floor of 
the jail was unlocked, and the sheriff, with 
two assistants, entered to prepare the prisoner 
for the march to the gallows. Five, ten, fif- 
teen minutes, the crowd watched and waited. 
Then word was passed down tothe guard to 
make ready to receive their charge.

It was sent with a rush to the capitol and at 
precisely eleven o'clock Governor Gordon 
reaa it.

J. M. Harrison, Georgetown, Ga: Sus- 
pend execution of Lewis Moore for twenty days 
froin this date. J. B. Gorbon,

“Wire to Eufaula and rush messenger to George- 
town.” 

The message was sent from the Western 
Union office at 11:10 to Augusta (via 
which point messages from Atlanta are usually 
sent to Eufaula.) The wire between Augusta 
and Eufaula was down. The message was 
sent back to Atlantaand at once flashed to 
Montgomery, where it was received at 11:15. 
The wire between Montgomery and Eufaula 
was luckily all right, and the message was 
soon in Eufaula, from which place a special 
messenger carried it to Georgetown, distant 
two miles, and it was in the hands of the sheriff 
at 11:45. 

The hanging of Lewis Moore was booked for 
twelve o'clock. Manager James Stephens cer- 
tainly did himself proud in the swift manner 
in which he put this message to its destination. 

Lewis Moore is 28 years old, and has always 
borne the reputation of being an inoffensive, 
good negro, and has many sympathizers among 
the people. He had been toa party with a 
crowd of other young negroes, and when it 
broke up started home with his sister-in-law, 
a young girl, who had gone to the frolic with 
Rouse Wright. louse became offended, fol- 
lowed Lewis down the road, and upon over- 
taking him plied a walking cane vigorously to 
his head. Quickly drawing a pistol, Lewis 
shot at his antagonist twice, and as he turned 
to run gave him a terrible wipe with a kuife 
across the throat. Following him about 100 
yards dowd the road, to where a party had con- 
gregated, Lewis ran up, and under protes- 
tations from the wounded -man pot 
to shoot, as he had already killed him, placed 
a pistol to his face and fired, killing him in- 
stantly. Ina statement to the writer he said 
that while he had prayed constantly he was in 
doubt about his future fate. The negroes

‘DOTS FROM DARIEN. 


Reminiscenses of the Early Days | 


of the Town. 


THE FRENCH MAYOR AND THE BOYS 


A Practical Joke — The Darien of To- 
day—A Thriving, Prosperous City 
With a Great Future. 


DaRIEN. Ga., February 2.—[Special.]—The 
development of this whole section, and of 
Darien in particular, isa theme of sufficient 
importance and of sufficient attractiveness to 
warrant the attempt to dwell on it, 

Historic Darien, with its ante-bellum scenes 


of domestic felicity. of fierce family feuds, of | 


overflowing prosperity, of fortunes lost and of 
fortunes won, would present a picture that 
could hardly fail to teach many at once touch- 
ing and interesting morals. 

The blood of the thrifty Scot, the aristocratic 
Englishman, and the gallant and fiery 
Huguenot coursed through the veins of the 
earlier inhabitants of McIntosh county and 
Darien, and the contact of one of these with 


| the other, as well as with Europeans of dif- 


ferent extraction and temperament, Was pro- 
ductive of scenes and situations capable of 
striking any note in the gamut of human 
emotions. Outside of the community little or 
nothing of these striking incidents are known, 
although in point of humor and pathos they 
seemiigly.at least, far exceed incidents of to- 
day. 

For a vivacious little Frenchman, who had 
hardly mastered the language, to be elected 
mayor of the city, smacks of the ridiculous in 
the first place, and the fact that a fun-loving 
element in the community, out of pure inis- 
chief, filled the magisterial chair with a _ per- 
son so eminently unfit to occupy it, portrays 
the spirit of the times pretty well. 

To relate one of the many stories illustrating 
the relations existing between this little 
French mayor.and the people of the city, is to 
show up aconvivial people and a crude and 
convivial municipal — ruler. After hav- 
ing indulged somewhat immoder- 
ately in the ardent with the 
boys one evening, Mayor C., as happened, 
not infrequently, was ‘‘Jaid out.”” A council 
of war was held over the spiritous, Celtic re- 
mains of his honor, and atthe suggestion of 
one of the knights of the flowing bowl, it was 
determined as a fit punishment for having first 
succumbed to it, to bring out the city hearse, 
place the unconsvious body of the mayor within 
it and proceed to the churchyard. Itwas no 
sooner decided upon than accomplished. The 
fuming form was carried out and placed within 
the hearse; his walking stick, one of immense 
proportions, was laid,beside him, and along 
went the mad crowd in the still, moonlight 
night. Wilderand wilder grew the larkish 
crowd, louder and louder the jests and shouts. 

Perched cn the top. and clinging to the sides 
of the hearse,the Bachanalian gang proceeded, 
and not until they came in sight of the peace- 
ful resting-place of the dead was there a hush 
noticeable in the noisy tenor of their way. 

The white stone and marble tablets—that 
told of the virtues of those who lay moulder- 
ing below—made still more bright and glitter- 
ing by the effulgent moonlight, seemed, for a 
moment at least, to lull the boisterous, sea of 
gayety. They stopped as if in doubt whether 
to proceed or return. Their doubt was set at 
rest, however, by a deep groan from the inside 
of the hearse, accompanied by the indistinctly 
articulated expression: **Mon Dieu, mon Dieu, 
you tink I dead.’ Atter one or two vain at- 
tempts to get out Mayor C——, making a 
supreme ettort, succeeded, and with stick in 
hand lay sprawling in the mud. 

There was mischief inthe old man’s eyes, 
however, as he said: “Il see, you tink J] 
drunk,’’ and with uplifted stick sailed into the 
crowd. The gang returned to town by the 
light of the morning star, and a good many 
faces bore evidence of having been in contact 
with Mayor C.’s favorite stick. 

Just such scenes were repeatedly enacted, 
and the oldest inhabitant{never tires of relat- 
ing the wild revelry of those days. 

It is the fact that Darien of today is one of 
the most orderly places in the state that sug- 
gested the reference to social! life of bygone 
days; and it is owing tothe fact that, al- 
though having for years suffered from the en- 
croachments of powerful railroad corporations, 
she today holds her head above water more 
proudly than ever, that mention has been 
made of her quondam unexampled financial 
prosperity. 

Now, however, as in times of old, whether it 
be at the dead of night or as the morning sun 
guilds the scene of Boreas’s extremest effort, 
as the raysofa declining summer sun shed 
their soft light, the command pull ‘‘white’’ or 
mull ‘“‘Injun’’—white being the left and ‘In- 
jun” the right—an expression still lingering 
from tne days when reds and whites were 
in disputed possession—may be heard along 
the riverside asthe sturdy farmer pilots his 
raft of forest giants to market. 3 

Darien of today is prosperous. The value of 
her commerce, owing partly to adverse cirenm- 


stances and partly to general business depres- . 


sion, has fluctuated during recent years. But 
1887 has shiown a most creditable business re- 
cord, and 1888 will tell a tale of which she will 
have just reason to fee] proud. 

It may be asserted unhesitatingly that never 
before have her prospects appeared brighter. 
Naval stores and cotton in 
for the first time in many years, are now dis- 
played on her wharves, and the shipments of 
timber and lumber are decidedly on the in- 
crease. 

Everywhere increased activity may be seen. 

The erection of public and private elegant 
structures is in active progress, and railroad 
communication with the outside world is now 
only a question of afew months. Hundreds 
of raftsmen, during recent years, have daily 
wended their way home under the greatest 
difiiculties. This. a railroad will profitab] 
obviate. Naval stores and timber have suf- 
fered from expensive transportation. Thisa 
railroad will remedy. 

It is pleasing, to say the least, to find that 
outsiders are net blind to Darien’s develop- 
ment. Western and northern men alike may 
now occasionally be seen wonderingly obsery- 
ing us. 

A few days ago a northern’ gentleman stood 
on the ‘ygee boom intently watching the ar- 
rivals of timber from the up-country. For 
fully three-quarters of amile the river was 
blockaded with timber, and yet every other 
minute the arrival of a fresh raft would set the 
immense floating mass quivering. 

“What depth of water for ocean-going ves- 
sels have you around here ?’’ he asked, 

**19 feet at Dobay ; 26 feet, or, rather. more 
than sufficient for any craft afloat, at Lapelo, a 
few miles distant,” was the reply. 

“Then,” he remarked, “I do not think that 
Darien can fail to become the southern ship- 
ping port of the future.”’ 

The increase of timber arrivals at the public 
boom in recent years is astonishing. In 1886 
between 40,000, and 50,000,000 feet were 
measured ; in 1887, 70,000,000 feet, ana during 
1888 it is a matter of certainty that not 
les$ than 100,000,000 feet will be measured. 

These figures do not include the many mil- 
lion feet of sawn timber not measured ‘at the 
public boom, and it is confidently predicted 
that not less than 150,000,000 fcet will be ship- 
ped from Darien during 4888. 

The vooms around Darien just now present 
an interesting appearance. For illes the 
bulging masses of timber lie twisting and jerk- 
idg in obediencefto the current of the Altamaha. 
The thousands of raftsmen who every week 
jostle around the town and then return home 
apPy andeontented form busy scenes that 
might well reflect credit upon a city ten times 
the size of Darien. 

“What means this?’ esks the observer. 
Simpiy that Darien’s noble heritage, the 


| mighty Altamaha, is asserting its sway—its in- 


herent wealth—before which powerful rail- 
roads and other corporations must bow. Art 
and capita] combined have failed to divert 
into other channels the commerce rightfully 
belonging to the stream which has been and is 
now more than ever Darien’s backbone.

| Ite Author Writes a Communication On the 


Question Lnvelved. 

Darton, Ga., February ist, 184%,—Editors 
Constitution: Although a great deal of criticiem 
and a vast amount of misrepresentation of the scope 
and purposes of the bill popularly known as the 
“Gienn bill” have beengindulged in by a partisan 
press th yat the country, I have remained si- 
lent, leaving to the future to decide the merits of 
the question involved. 

But I find that in your iseme of last Sunday, Jan- 
lary 2th, the reporter paakes several mistakes, and 
therefore desire tosay a few wordson the subject. 
The question was presented to the legislature in the 
message of the governor,who called attention to the 
snbject,so far asthe Atlanta university was con- 
cerned, aud who took strong ground against any ef- 
fort tointroduce mixed schools into the state, and 
asked the legislature to take such steps as would ef- 
lectually prevent them. 

Upon investigation of the tacts it was discorered 
that there were three institutions in Atlanta com- 
mitted to the co-education'of the races supported by 
siubsiantially the same element and engaged in the 
sAune propaganda. One ofthese, the Atlanta uni- 
versity, received aid from the state. The other two, 
Clark university and Storr's school, did not. Some 
of those at the Atianta university and at Clark uni- 
versity were children of the professors; others not. 
None of those at Storr’s school had any 
connection with the faculty. It was further discov- 
ered in fact—not denied—that these proceedings 
were not casual or accidental, but in pursuance of 
the policy and in furtherance of the ideas upon 
which they were founded. 

Those who, no matter how good their motivesand 
pure their purposes, bave eet themselves deliberate- 
ly against the public policy and the sentiments of 
the people are and should be chargeable with ‘the 
results which may follow. 

It was apparent that the withdrawal of the fund 
from Atlanta university would not reach the evil 
and was not the proper remedy. — 

1, Because as the others received no state aid 
it did not cover the question and left them free to 
pursue a course which was denied to the Atlanta 
university. 

2. If the act of co-edneating whites and blacks was 
wrong those who preached and practiced it should 
be heid responsible, and the colored people of the 
state should not be punished by. the taking away of 
a fund devoted to their education om account of the 
conduct of some fanatical whites. 

3. Two policies could not stand, one in.regard to 
the public tchools and tbe other in re- 
gard to private. If private schools were 
permitted thus to conduet themselves 
in but a short while the demand will be made that 
all shall be thus conducted. There is no middle 
ground in the propos.tcm One or the other will 
inally prevail. Henee there is but one more 
open—either settle the question finally, or let it en- 
tirely alone, ‘Ihe introduction of the bill sprang 
from a profound conviction upon my part that 
the present and future welfare of the whites 
and blacks in the south depends upon the inflexible 
maintenance of two propositions. First; the entire 
separation of the two races. Second, the absolute 
equality of each before the law. The second can 
ouly be reached by a rigid adherence to the first. 

A glance at the condition ofthe south will con- 
vince any unprejudiecd man upon these points, 
Let us remember tbat in addition to every other 
social question now pressing upon the world for so- 
lution the south has this: What are the proper 
adjuncts of the legal relations of the races so as to

A Coming Struggle. 

A recent work, entitled ‘‘Slav or Saxon,”’ 
written by W. D. Foulke, and published by 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons, throws more light 
than any other one book upon the growth 
and tendencies of Russian civilization. 

Undoubtedly Russia’s great rival in the 
old world is England. As Mr. Gladstone 
once remarked, Russia isthe most powerful 
country on land, and England is the most 
powerful country on sea, “Now, the ques- 
tion is, can the Slav and Anglo-Saxon con- 
tinue to conquer and colonize without col- 
lision? Inthe matter of land, says Mr. 
Foulke, Russia possesses nearly one-sixth of 
the entire world, and her territory is grow- 
ing larger. She has a population of nearly 
one hundred millioris, and her people belong 
to the bravest and toughest stock in the 
world. They are inferior in culture to the 
English, but in the matter of physical force 
they are superior. Their system of military 
autocracy has built up a consolidated power 
unlike anything known in modern Europe. 
From the first the conquests of Russia have 
been extending. She has never lost a foot 
of her territory, but has gained lands in all 
climates inherited by peoples of all colors 
and races. During the past thirty years she 
has steadily moved toward the British pos- 
sessions in India. Although her statesmen 
declared that they had no intention of occu- 
pying Merv and Saraks, both of those cities 
now belong to Kussia, 

When wil! this march of aggression come 
toafull stop? It is believed that Russia 
could now invade I .dia successfully, but that 
she would not long be able to maintain her- 
self against the power of England in Hin- 
dostan. There are other matters, however, 
to be considered. In the British empire 
there are dissensions of a nature tending to 
disintegration. If these tendencies are not 
checked, Russia’s career of conquest will be 
made all the easier. @n the other hand, 
the nihilists in Russia threaten the complete 
destruction of the empire. Under the cir- 
cumstances it is fair to make the prediction 
that the future of these two great countries 
will depend, not so much upon their success 
abroad, as upon their wise and efficient gov- 
ernment of their people at home. Perhaps 
England will not retrograde, but the proba- 
bilities in the lne of advancement favor 
Russia. 

When the final struggle comes the world 
will see how much there was in the predic- 
tion of Napoleon that Europe would be all 
republican or Cossack. At present the 
Cossacks are certainly more than holding 
their own. 
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Wr observe with pain that the Augusta 
Gazette has passed away. This able paper 
was always in a state of inflammation and 
combustion in respect ofits attitude toward 
THE CONSTITUTION, and we suppose that 
this is what it died of. The fate of the Ga- 
zette and a number of newspapers that have 
preceded it to the cold and cheerless tomb 
ought to be a warning to other journals.

Governor Bullock vs. Halstead. 

-Ex-Governor Rufus B. Bullock, of Geor- 
gia, has written a letter to the New York 
Press, which we commend to the careful at- 
tention of the bloody-shirt republicans who 
are led by Editor Murat Halstead, of the 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. Governor 
Bullock states most emphatically that the 
republican party should not commit itself 
to the policy of congressional legislation on 
behalf of the colored man whose vote is sup- 
posed to be suppressed.

A Wise Suggestion. 

General Francis A. Walker, who was su- 
perintendent of the census of 1880, in an 
article in the Quarterly Journal of Econom- 
ics on *‘The Eleventh Census of the United 
States,”’ expresses the opinion that the tenth 
census was too varied in its scope, and that 
the next should be confined to an enumera- 
tion of population, by number, age, sex, 
color, place of birth, occupation, ete., and 
to agricultural statistics. 

He thinks that the information, other 
than the above, gathered by the last census, 
is very valuable, but holds that its collection 
should not be a part of the regular census, 
as its makes the work too cumbersome and 
retards progress in giving the result of the 
census to the public as soon as possible after 
itis taken. It is his idea that statis- 
tics relating 
telegraphs, railroads, mining, 
merce, etc., should be gathered at intervals 
of five rather than ten years, and that the 
work should be prosecuted - by a permanent 
bureau of the government. The result 
would be more accurate than by the present 
method, which arms a collector with a load 
of slips and interferes with a successful enu- 
eration of ihe whole by the variety of

classifications to which his inquiries must 


be directed. Agricultural statistics, the 
general thinks, should be collected by the 
regular census, as they must be gathered in 
scattered and often remote localities, which 
the census proper must reach, while the 
work of the proposed census bureau would 


be confined almost entirely to centers of 
pgpulation, from which complete returns 
from the departments of the bureau could 
be obtained. 

The suegestion of General Walker de- 
serves careful consideration as coming from 
one of the best census authorities” in the 
country. Should it be carried out, in ar- 
ranging for the next census, the probability 
is that the work will be much more satisfac- 
tory than the last, the great delay in the 
completion of which made it lese much of 
its value. ‘The country is growing so rap- 
idly that promptness in the decennial cen- 
sus of its population and resources is abso- 
lutely necessary to give such an enumeration 
the importance which it should possess. 

It is wrong to attempt too much in too 
short a time, and the greatest care should 
be taken to have what is done, done promptly 
and accurately.

An Un-A umiddain Representative. 

The postoflice committee of the house is 
considering a bill which has been referred 
to it, the object of which is to exclude from 
the mails any newspaper or periodical con- 
taining any advertisement or writing con- 
cerning anv lottery, gift enterprise or 
scheme for the distribution of money or 
property by lot or chance. The bill further 
provides that any persons mailing a paper 
or periodical containing such matter shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and punished 
accordingly. 

When such a bill as. this consumes the 
time of congress itis an evidence of the 
fact that there are some men in congress 
who should be at home studying the prin- 
ciples on which this government is founded, 
rather than occupying seats in which they 
are entitled to take part in shaping national 
legislation. We do not know who intro- 
duced the bill, nor do we care; but we do 
know that the time has not arrived when 
the American people are willing to see the 
freedom of the press abridged to such an ex- 
tent as is proposed by this bill, which is in 
direct violation of the federal constitution, 
which distinctly declares that ‘‘congress 
shall make no laws abridging the freedom 
of the press.’ | 

It will be observed that this bill proposes 
to establish a most vigorous censor- 
ship of the press, and _ will create 
every postmaster a censor who 
can pass at will judgment as to 
what papers shall and what shall not be ex- 
cluded fromthe mails. It disregards the 
right of trial by jury,, and tends to establish 
a dangerous precedent, and one. which this 
people will not tolerate. Lotteries may be 
obnoxious institutions,and chance rafiles and 
gift enterprises may not be in accord with 
some people’s idea of strict morality, but 
the press should not bethe medium through 
which these things must be attacked. 

If this bill becomes a law, and THE Con- 
STITUTION were to make note of a church 
doll raffle, it would be in the power of the 
postmaster of Atlanta to exclude it from the 
mails, and any citizen who mailed a copy 
containing such notice would be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and would be liable to pun- 
ishment. The law fully protects the pub- 
lic, in preventing the functions of the press 
being abused, by very properly excluding 
from the mails such publications as contain 
scandalous or obscene matter, and the pub- 
lishers can be held to answer for the same 
by the courts; but even then, it extends to 
every man the right of trial by jury, and 
does not establish a myriad of autocrat 
deputies to usurp, if they choose, the juris- 
diction of the courts. 

The representative who introduced this 
bill should be given a leave of absence, in 
order that he might make a trip to Russia 
and study the laws of that country; not as a 
model—but rather, that he may learn their 
inclination sufficiently to see that it is best 
to steer as faras possible from them, in 
shaping the legislation for the liberty-loving 
people of this country.

The Lard Speculators. 

We print elsewhere an editorial article 
from the Albany News and Advertiser in 
regard to the Dawes bill—a bill which, strip- 
ped of all its verbiage and flummery, is sifn- 
ply in the nature of a proposition to levy an 
excise tax on the production of cotton seed 
oil, Our esteemed contemporary hits the 
nail on the head in this instance, as it does 
not do when other excise taxes are up for 
discussion, and we are glad to be able to 
agree with itin regard to the latest effort to 
impose direct taxes on home products. 

The Dawes bill is a measure framed in 
the interest of afew lard dealers and specu- 
lators in the west, and is aimed to cripple 
and finally destroy a great industry that has 
only recently been built up in the south. 
This industry not only enables cotton 
planters to dispose, at a profit, of their sur- 
plus cotton seed, but it gives to commerce 
an oil that is as pure and as wholesome an 
article of food as olive oil. 

The discovery that refined cotton seed oil 
mixed with refed lard could be used as a 
healthy substitute for the hog’s fat of com- 
merce was a great boon to the public at the 
time it wasmade. <A _ few speculators had 
cornered the lard market. Every prepara- 
tion had been made to squeeze the public. 
When the speculators had matured their 
plans and everything was ready for the 
squeeze to begin, it was discovered that there 
was a hitch somewhere in the programme. 
The squeezers squeezed harder, but they 
found that the price of lard failed to re- 
spond to the squeeze. There was plenty of 
lard in the market after the ‘‘corner’”’ had 
been arranged, and the price, instead of go- 
ing up, remained where it had been. 

Then the ‘‘season of decay began.’’ The 
cornerers were cornered, and, one by one, 
they began to go out of the cornering busi- 
ness. ‘There was trouble among them. 
Some of the cornerers have never recovered 
from the losses they experienced in their at- 
tempts to corner an article of food, and they 
are now using all their efforts to get con- 
gress to recoup them by placing an excise 
tax on the article that broke their ‘‘corner,”’ 
and prevented them from piling up the 
colossal profits that would have been theirs 
if they could have succeeded in cornering 
the lard market. 

Their enemy is refined cotton seed oil, 
which is not only wholesome as an article of 
food, but is a barrier against all their efforts 
to ‘‘corner’’ an article that the general pub- 
lic persists in using. 

If there is a democratic congressman who 
is willing to strike a blow against a great 
southern ingustry, or who is anxious to aid 
the western lard speculators in their efforts 
to squeeze the public, we want to know his 
name. 
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WE again call the attention of Editor 
Halstead to the startling fact that the union 
is still intact.

The avaricious and designing seek through 
legislation to effect the same results that monopo- 
lists do when they engross products, and thus put a 
tax On even the staple articles of food. Tie senate 
committee on agriculture is row engaged in the 
consideration of a bill of Senator Dawes, of Massa- 
chusetts. which ostensibly seeks to prevent the 
adulteration of lard,;’yet isa cloak for a scheme to 
limit the consumption of coiton seed oil, a purely 
southern product. | 

The press with singular unanimity agrees in 
predicting asa probable result of the adoption of 
this proposed law acorner in lard, which would 
be ineffect a taxation on one of the most staple 
necessaries of life. It isbelieved to be in the inter- 
est of ceftain market manipulators, who would 
avail themselves of the conditions in which the 
passage of the act wou)g precipitate the markets to 
force jard from its present low price to 12 enw or 


venience of the poorer classes of consumers. 

It is a menace to a great and growing industry of 
the south, which has added fully $30,000,000 to the 
annual vaine of our cotton crop. It has also reduced 
the price of commercial fertilizers from $10, at which 
they sold a ‘ew years since, to $26 perton, This has 
been the beneficent effect of the cotton oi] mills in 
supplying the co:ton seed meal, a base of fertilizers, 
at such figures asto induce the erection of guano 
factories throughout the southern states. This en- 
terprise promises to effect a saving of untold mil- 
lions to southern planters, as these factories will 
spring up wherever the meal is iu easy reach. There 
are several in Georgia at this time, and others are in 
prospect. 

In extracting the oil from the seed no fertilizing 
property is destroyed, but the most advanced scien- 
tists and the most prnctical planters agree tha’ the 
absence of the oil rendersthe meal more soluble 
and quickly available. 

That cotton seed of! is used to some extent in the 
adulteration of lardisa well recognized fact, but 
there is no present comp/aint that itis injurious, 
and it certainly has reduced the cost of that univer- 
sally used food product. The fact is established, 
both by science and ex periment, that vegetable oils 
are more wholesome than animal fat, and the-seed 
oil is not a deleterious adulteration. A great many 
use the pure cotton seed oilin lieu of lard, and it 
is both satisfactory and wholesome. Any clean 
substitute for hog fat, which Jewish tradition de- 
clares as unwholesome, whereby the cost of this es- 
sential in cooking is reduced, should be hailedasa 
public benefaction. 

There are, then, two reasons why southern repre- 
entatives should oppose this measure, which cloaks 
aD evil design: first, because it will cripple a great 
and growing; enterprise secondly, because it cheap- 
ens a necessary ariicle of food, Georgia senators 
and congressmen could serve their constituents bet- 
ter in but few ways than by contributing to the de- 
feat of Scnator Dawes’ proposed bill.

GOVERNOR BULLOCK 
Opposes Further Interference by Congress 


With Southern Electoral Affairs. 


A correspondent of the ‘Stalwart’? New 
York Press criticised the le:ter,a coy y of which THE 
CONSTITUTION printed a few days since on this sub- 
ject, and the ex-governor comes back in the follow- 
ing letter n bh: New York Press, of January 31: 

To the E litor of The Press: Your ‘‘Republican’ 
corerspond: n:» does me the honor, in @ comimunica- 
tion which you published on the 26th, to notice ny 
letter to you ofiecent date. If I understand his 
10 ition correctly, it is that he believes the colored 
vote inthe south is “‘suppressed,’”’ and that the 
p-cp-r remedy is to Db’ foundin le; iit on by con- 
wress for the protection of the colored man in the 
cnsting and couniias of his yote. This is also swp- 
posed to be the position taken by S nator Chandler, 
of New Hampshire. 

The question is, shall the republican party com. 
mit itself to this policy? 

To thisI would most emphatically answor, no 

First—Because the supposed ‘‘suppression’’ does 
not exist. Ofcourse, | can speak with absolute 
knowledge only as to Georgia, and a brief review of 
our political experience will be the most conclu- 
sive evidence to sustain the foregoing assertion. 
The general condition in other soutnern states does 
not differ materially from our own,. Ex-Governor 
Brown, who had been an activeand ardent seces- 
sionist, was the leading spirit in advising our peo- 
ple to accept congressional reconstruction. When 
the state government under that policy was formed, 
he w-s the reconstruction, or republican. candidate 
for United States smitor. He was defeatedof an 
election at thattime bya few union men—mem- 
bers from the mountain counties who could not 
forgive his secession—uniting with the opposition. 
After this defeat he was appointed by the re- 
publican governorchief justice of the state supreme 
court, and held that office until he resigned it. A 
vacancy having occurred subsequently in the 
United States senate by the resignation of General 
Gordon, Brown was appointed to the vacancy by 
the then democratic governor, General Colquitt. 
This appointment was severely criticised by the ir- 
reconcilables—the ‘‘Bourbons’’—and loud threats 
were made of the political annihilation of Gordon, 
Colquitt and Brown. This was the issne in the 
campaign which resulted inthe renomination and 
overwhelming election of these gentlemcn to their 
respective ottices. On this issue the white people 
were divided and the colored people voted freely. 
In a speech tothe legislature on the night before 
the senatorial election, Senator Brown reiterated all 
the positions he had taken in favor of the accept- 
ance of reconstruction, and added that when up- 
right and intelligent colored men applied for office 
he would recommend their appointment. Governors 
Brown and Colquitt are now in the United States 
senate, and G:neral Gordon was recently elected 
governor by a unanimous vote of our people. 

All these elections were held under the control of 
« political organization calling itself democratic 
and without the vote of any qualified colored man 
being ‘‘suppressed.” Is there in this anything 
touching the political status of the colored man, of 
which a republican can complain or have any rea- 
son to doubt that Georgia has accepted in perfect 
good faith the amendments to the constitution 
which form the basisof the adjustments forced 
ef us by the result of the war? Does it not em- 
phasize the patriotic words of Senator Stewart, o! 
Nevada—who was not guilty of ‘‘truckling coward- 
ice’ in 1869-70—when he now says: ‘“Ferpetual 
disunicen in fact or in sentiment between the north 
and the south will not be tolerated by the American 
people, and those who assume that the enmities of 
the war will forever be available to place them in 
power will be retired to private life to give place to 
men whocan appreciate the fact thatthe war is 
over.”’ 

Second—-Be°sus even weve the «fa “sup 
pression’ a fuct, 1 contend that it would be unwise, 
illogical and hurtful to attempt to do by legislation 
now what was attempted and abandoned eighteen 
years ago, and for which, if it existed, the amend- 
ments to the constituiion afford a remedy in the 
United States courts. 

Some of the reasons to svct?in this bearch of my 
auswer were given in the Jetter which your corres- 
pondent reviews. Those reasons he objects to as in- 
volving an “indefinite time,’ and insists that ‘‘we 
have questions in congress now that must be set- 
tled,’’ ete. Does your correspondent believe that 
with a democratic house, a tied senate and a demo- 
cratie president this question of legislation for the 
protection of the negro ballot can reach an aflirma- 
tive solution? Or does he expect to reverse thi: yo- 
liti¢al condition by an appeal to the prejudices of 
the north? Ifa two-thirds republican majority in 
exch house of congress, on the recomm *‘iidation ofa 
republican president, would not legislate for this 
‘protection”’ against a ‘suppressed vote,’ at a time 
when there was real need for it. is there. any hope 
of electing a congress which would so legislate now 
when there is no need for it? 

The fourteenth amendment of the constitution 
fixes the basis of representation in congress and de- 
creases that representation in proportion to the 
number of male citizens twenty-one yezrs of age, 
etc., when their right to vote is denied, etc.. ete. 

The fifteenth amendment provides that this right 
to vote shall not be ‘denied’ on account of race, 
color, ete. Does your correspoident propose to con- 
strue these amendments by act of congress’ Is it not 
the exclusive province of the judiciary to construe 
law, and is itnot absurd to now mike this an issue 
on the husting? If there is any ‘‘denial,’’ as pro- 
hibited by the constitution, ure not the fe eral 
courts always open to the party denied? If there be 
any irregularity in any congressional district does 
not the defeated candidate have the right of con- 
test before congress? 

Does your corresponden* t's it wise cr patriotic 
to ignore these legal remedies and make an effort to 
distur} the present peac ful condition of this sec- 
tion of our common country because of a wrangle 
over a town election in Mississippi, or because of the 
silly vaporings of an evening ;aper in Vicksburg? 
Referring to myself, your correspondent says: ‘‘He 
loses sight of the principle for which we contend. 
We desire that the colored man be permitted now to 
exercise his coustitutional rights.’ 1t does not seem 
to me that | l»se sight of the principle involved, and 
I most soiemnly aver that the colored man is per- 
mitted to exercise his constitutional rights. 

The real complaint of your correspondent, ho” 
ever, is that the present delegation in congress from 
the south were not numerously voted for by the col- 
ored men, and that those delegates are generally dis- 
posed to act with their free-trade president. This 
condition of tuings arises not from any ‘‘suppres- 
sion,’’ but because there was no contention. In re- 
cent congressional elections there bas been no eco- 
nomic ‘issue involvéd, and no interest taken in 
those elections either by the colored or white labor- 
er, but all this will be changed when a tical is- 
sue is presented for us to consider and divide upon, 
according to our understanding of our mate in- 


terests. 

The chief grief of ycur corresponcent seems to be 
that he finds *‘the south (in congress) arrayed almost 
solidly against a system that hasina trial of thirty 

ears made our country one of the richest and most 

ndependent in the world.’’ The ‘system’ to which 
he re’erred, I conclude, isthe protective tariff. If 
so, I fully agree with him as to its beneficient effects. 
But if congressional legislation is to be invoked be- 
cause some of the present southern congressmen do 
not fully appreciate the needs of their section in 
this respect, why not apply for legisiation in behalf 
of New York, New Jersey and Connecticut, which, 
being industral states, * voted fora free-trade presi- 
dent?

A LITTLE GIRL’S MANIA. 
She Makes Repeated Attempts to Burn a Hos- 
pital. 

New YorkK,February 2—Theincendiary who 
set fire to the hospital for ruptured and crip- 
pled children, on Forty-Second street and Lex- 
ington avenue, last Sunday night, has at last 
been discovered in the person of a pretty mild- 
mannered little girl of 11 years, named May 
Wilson. She has beenin the hospital nearly 
three years, suffering from a wry neck. She 
was about to be sent home as cured when tie 
terrible crime was discovered. 

The fire of last Sunday night was only one 

which made any headway. Butin that fire an 
ill-fated domestic, Mary Donnelly, lost her 
life. Just before the big tire and panic of 
Sunday night, a futile attmept was made to 
burn the big hospital. On Tuesday morning 
two equally futile attempts were made by 
placing boxes of matches on the register. Fire 
Marshal Sheldon went to the hospital yester- 
day to investigate Sunday night's fire, and 
while he was so engaged another box of 
matches was placed upon the fregister. The 
possible ignition of matches on a register has 
been discussed at the doctor’s laboratory 
the morning prior to the practical test 
of the scheme by the incen- 
diary, and oon inquiring the names 
of those present during the = discus- 
sion of the matter, Fire Marshal Sheldon fixed 
his suspicions upon the little Wilson girl, who 
was at the table. He ordered that she® be 
closely watched and last night she was noticed 
creeping steaithily about the hospital. This 
was somewhat suspicivus, but nothing con- 
vincing occurred until this afternoon. At 
that time the tire marshal was pursuing his in- 
vestigations at the hospital when the fire 
alarm in the building sounded. Rushing up- 
stairs he found a little drawer in the dining 
room ablaze. The scenes of Sunday night's 
manic were re-enacted, in a minor degree. 
Many of the children ran to the street, others 
were carried out and great excitement pre- 
vailed. But before the firemen arrived the 
blaze had been quenched. A servant girl who 
discovered the fire saw Mary Wilson steal away 
from the room as she wentin. And when her 
story was told it became apparent that the fire 
marshal’s first incredibie suspicion was but too 
well founded. Summoning the child before 
him the ofiicial charged her with the crime. 
She denied it and persisted inthe denial. But 
when the ofticer dilated upon the terrible pun- 
ishment in store for incendiaries whose foul 
work caused another person’s death she broke 
down and confessed. She admitted that she 
had made all the attempt to fire the building, 
but why she did not know. The big fire she 
had started with some matches which she 
found in a doctor’sroom. Shenext tried the 
experiment of placing matches on the smok- 
ing register. This afternoon’s blaze she kin- 
dled with more matches which she happened 
to find. After confessing she was taken down to 
Dr.Gibney, one of the hospital physicians, 
who examined the girl and became convinced 
that she was suffering from §pyromania and 
was not responsible for her remarkable 
actions. Athis suggestion the girl was not 
placed under arrest, but was detained in the 
personal care of one of the doctors.

boro, in Burke county; Sparta, in Haucock 
county, and Eatonton, in Putnam county, to 
Atianta; thence to a point on the Alabama 
line, in the direction of Sheffield, on the Ten- 
nessee river, the object being to connect 
Sheffield, Atlanta and Savannah by rail, and 
t place a line of steamships on the Atlantic 
and steamboats on the western rivers, to run 
in counection with the railroad system. 
This. charter was introduced in the 
legieiatiue at its last ‘session by 
Captain Bray, and through him and the 
Hon. Clarke liowell was successfully carried

GOVERNOR GORDON HAS commuted the 
death sentence of Eliza Randall, colored, who 
was to have been hanged at Georgetown, 
Quitman county, yesterday, to imprisonment 
for life. 

THINGS WERE VERY quiet in the state treas- 
urer’s office yesterday. 

REFERRING TO THE interchange of dispatch- 
es concerning the respite of Lewis Moore, con- 
demned to hang in Quitman county. Judge 
Nesbit remarked yesterday: ‘The stat- 
ute fixes no particular hour of 
the day at which a hanging 
must take place. The idea of the country is 
that an execution must occur between the 
legal hours of ten in the morning and four in 
the afternoon. But the truth is that an exe- 
cution can legally take place at any hour dur- 
ing the day set apart for the hanging. I had 
occasion to examine the law upon this subject 
some time ago, and found that no particular 
hour is fixed by the statute for executions.”’
